Uganda 
Near Accord

The border between Uganda 
and Tanzania remained quiet 
Monday in ^he wake of re¬ 
ports the two nations had ten¬ 
tatively agreed to a peace set¬ 
tlement after a week of hostil¬ 
ity. 

Diplomatic sources reported 
that the insurgent groups 
which were part of a 
1.500-man invasion of Uganda 
eight days ago had mostly 
crossed the border back into 
Tanzania. 

The sources said that pre«- 
Irienm Julius Nycrere of Tan¬ 
zania and Idi Amin of ItuHiHla 
h;»d agreed to a peace f'ropos- 
al. but rehjsed to give their 
full approval until enemy 
lr<K>t)S were removed fitim the 
holder region. 

The peace plan was worked 
out by .'Nomati head of si:ile 
Mohammed Said BRire ;ind 
proptised to the Ieatli*r< in 
tiu'lr '-.ipitai eilies by tlie .S'>- 
mall foreign minister.

keep the men out of puddles, 
toilets for workmen. 

He brought in the first safe¬ 
ty helmets worn in a B.C. 
mill, set up a company union 
in 1940 «md ttiree years later 
willingly accepted the deci¬ 
sion of his men to affiliate 
with the International Wood¬ 
workers of America. 

His mill was the first in the 
province to offer a Christmas 
bonus, holidays with pay and 
a medical plan. Koerner also 
reversed the then-accepted 
practice of paying less for 
night shift work. 

Later, when his philan- 
thropical work came to oc¬ 
cupy most of his time, the 
niain object of his gifts was 
the University of British Co¬ 
lumbia. He gave UBC 5600,000 
to build a faculty club, then 
another $400,000 for a gradu¬ 
ate student centre. 

He and his wife lived on the 
top floor of the graduate 
centre. 

In 1962. he gave 525.000 to 
set up a UBC eye research 
('cntre at the Vancouver Gen¬ 
eral H )8pltal after he had to 


go to the United States for 
treatment of eye trouble. 

UBC president Walter Gage 
referred to him Monday as “a 
staunch friend and supporter 
of the university" from his . 
earliest days in B.C. 

He made "many contribu¬ 
tions to establish and sup{)ort 
.schtiQ^i'ships for UBC stu¬ 
dents." Gage said, and he 
"always stres.sed in making 
these gifts that he felt an obli¬ 
gation to repay the country of 
his adoption to which he felt 
he owed a great deal." 

"He knew the importance of 
higher education and he made 
his gifts to UBC because he 
felt strongly the need for citi¬ 
zens to support such institu¬ 
tions. Dr. Koerner was a man 
of sterling qualities and he 
will be missed by all who 
knew him." 

Koerner is survived by a 
sister, Mrs. Elsie Reif, and a 
brother. Walter Charles, both 
of Vancouver, and several 
nieces and nephews. In ac¬ 
cord with his own wishes 
there will be no funeral or 
m''morial service. 


Irish Sea in England. It was 
largely an empty-chair con¬ 
ference, with two of Ulster’s 
main oppositlwi Catholic polit¬ 
ical groups boycotting it. 

Four armed men drove a 
television repair truck into 
the Russell Court Hotel’s un¬ 
derground garage at 8 a.m. 
and shouted a warning of a 
bomb inside. The seven-storey 
hotel on the fringe of the 
heavily Protestant Sandy Row 
aioa of downtown Belfast was 
evacuated. The bomb ^ent off 
about 30 minutes later, caus¬ 
ing heavy damages but no one 
was hurt. 

In Strabane, near London¬ 
derry, on the border with the 
Irish Republic, a bomb 
wrecked a social security of¬ 
fice. Two masked men wield¬ 
ing guns burst into the office, 
planted the bomb, and gave 
the staff 30 minutes to get out. 
There were no casualties, an 
army spokesman said. 

Another bomb badly dam¬ 
aged the courthouse at 
Newry, 35 miles south of Bel¬ 
fast. The bomb was left on the 
courthouse steps, but the area 
was cleared by security 
forces before it blew up. 

A riot flared In Newry 
hours later when searching 
army troops turned up a 
small arsenal In a golf bag. 
Instead of clubs, the bag held 
•a submachine gun, an U.S.- 
made Garand rifle and two 
other rifles. The golf ball 
compartment held 237 rounds 
of ammunition. 

Outside the house where the 
bag was found an army 
spokesman said "less than 
100" persons began stoning 
troops. They hijacked a bus 
and set It on fire. The army 
fired rubber bullets to dis¬ 
perse the crowd and arrested 
three men.

It starts back in my 
right ear and extends down¬ 
ward about three inches. 
Sometimes it develops pim¬ 
ples and itches very much. 

I have had this for more 
than two years and it doesn't 
seem to get any better. Do 
you know what I can do about 
it?—P.M. 

I’m not trying to drum up 
business for dermatologists, 
but if you haven't seen a doc¬ 
tor — and I get that impres¬ 
sion from your letter — then 
I d see one now. 

Two years is much too long 
to allow a skin condition such 
as you describe to go ap¬ 
parently unchecked and un¬ 
investigated. 

Sycosis, which is tlie medi- 
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cal name for barber’s itch, 
can leave some unsightly 
scars if not treated within 
reasonable time. 

You can begin right away 
by changing your own shaving 
melhtKis. It's essential in 
treating this condition to use 
absolutely clean shaving ma¬ 
terials. Sterilize your razor 
with alccrfiol. use clean towels 
and go to brushless shaving 
cream while the condition is 
being treated. 


You might try applying hot 
boric acid packs. 

You could have either of 
two varieties of barber’s itch, 
that cau.s€d by a fungus or the 
one caused by a germ, sta¬ 
phylococcus, for example. 

Depending on which one, 
the treatments will vary, an 
antibiotic for the germ-caused 
variety and perhaps an anti- 
parasitic ointment locally for 
the fungal one. 

From your description, I 
would say you had a fungal 
infection, since that is the 
type of barber’s Itch that af¬ 
fects the chin and jowls more 
than the upper lip. The germ- 
caused variety usually stems 
from an infection brought 
about by a nasal discharge or 
unclean razors. For this rea- 
son, it is more commonly 
found above the lip.

The privately-owned Korean 
war vintage F86 Sabrejet 
crashed into an ice cream 
parlor shortly after takeoff at 
an air show. The jet careened 
off a runway, hurtled across 
a busy boulevard^ and 


smashed in a gigantic ball of 
flame into Farrell's—a popu¬ 
lar creamery specializing In 
exotic ice cream dishes. 

Lawson said the motion pic¬ 
tures might show whether 
there was a power interrup¬ 
tion as the aircraft took off, a 
malfunction of ccmtrols or 
whether a human factor was 
involved. 

Meanufiile, the president of 


the Novato, Calif., firm which 
owned the jet issued a state¬ 
ment saying the "apparent 
mechanical failure" of the 
plane was under investiga¬ 
tion.

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Philippines Emergency 


tF it was not immediately apparent to 

the world beyond, the developments in the 
Philippines since President Ferdinand Marcos de- 
ciared martiai law last Saturday portend a political 
upheaval of the utmost gravity. 

In the Manila region alone no fewer than 53 
prominent men, including two provincial gover¬ 
nors, six members of Congress and seven news¬ 
paper editors have been arrested. 

Strict censorship prevails. Only one television 
channel is operative, and that almost exclusively 
for government announcements. 

Only one newspaper is being published in Man¬ 
ila where 15 normalUy reach the street. 

Schools are closed, army guards ride the air¬ 
lines to thwart hijackers, travel is restricted, de¬ 
monstrations are banned and possession of fire¬ 
arms is punishable by death. 

These are the precautions — or some of them 

— President Marcos believes necessary to control 
the country in the face of a threatened Maoist re¬ 
volution. 

Meanwhile, he is accelerating what he calls 
creation of "a new society,” aimed chiefly at the 
relief of acute poverty among the masses. 

President Marcos has been very well aware of 
the rising temper of people among whom the 
Maoist disciples have been preaching revolution for 
a long time. On August 23, 1971, a state of emer¬ 
gency was declared following a bombing incident, 
and was not lifted until last January. Cautiously, 
the government restored the principle of habeas 
corpus — in abeyance during the emergency period 

— but not for those already in detention. Disorder 


has never been far below the surface since that 
time. - ’ 

In fact, the history of the republic has been 
punctuated by revolt in the provinces and revolu¬ 
tionary incidents in the capital all through the 
years since its creation in 1946. 

The Japanese occupation left a legacy of 
hatred and violence too easily directed at any'tar¬ 
get of authority the agitators selected. 

The quarrel with Malaysia over territori^*’ 
claims in Borneo which broke diplomatic relations 
between the two states was never looked upon as 
anything like as threatening as the domestic prob¬ 
lems. President Marcos and his predecessors rea¬ 
lized this, and the necessity for drastic reform if 
they were to counter successfully the Maoist sub¬ 
version. 

The president is at pains to explain that al¬ 
though he has called upon the military to act in 
defence of the administration that idoes not mean 
the country is under military rule. 

“This is not a military take-over," he claims. 

“I, as your duly elected president, use this 
power which may be implemented by military 
authorities to protect the republc ...” 

This is a very fine distinction. 

The fact is that the promised reforms, the 
“total elitpination of corruption,” have been too 
long in coming. The' moderates are disenchanted. 
And the restless masses, the provincial peasant and 
the City slum dwellers alike, are losing patience 
with the delay; particularly so when so many of 
the “new leaders” are telling them of the short cut 
to emancipation by the path of Maoism. 

President Marcos may have done too little, and 
too late. 


How About the RCMP? 


tT looks as if the new B.C. government is 
going to make good on its forecast of better re¬ 
lations with Ottawa. First we have Highways Min¬ 
ister Bob Strachan restoring 700 miles of 
Trans-Canada Highway, which Premier W. A. C. 
Bennett had caused to cease at the Alberta border, 
substituting B.C. No. 1. Now Canada no longer 
ends in the Rocky Mountains, but extends again 
from sea to sea. 

Then there is the apparent accord on a 
monthly guaranteed income of $200 for B.C. pen¬ 
sioners. Rehabilitation Minister Norman Levi says 


he hopes the federal government will put up half 
the cost and Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau says 
fine, as long as Ottawa doesn’t have to pay tne 
whole thing. Both happy. 

Now there’s one thing more the prime min¬ 
ister could do in recognition of the return of his 
highway, u})ithe interests of federalism and possibly 
to save some political skin. He assured the country 
months ago that the government had “listened” to 
the outrage, particularly of the West, over the 
changing of RCMP signs to just a coat of arms and 
the word Police. We still see the “police” signs. 
May we have more action? 


Garbage from the Garden 


^AK BAY’S EXPERIMENT with the collection 
of garden refuse will be interesting, for the 
people of the other parts of Greater Victoria 
as well as tl ose of Oak Bay. For three months, 
leaves, grass cuttings—not too many of these, per¬ 
haps, with the advent of fall—and weeds, placed 
in garbage cans, will be removed by the munici¬ 
pality. No rocks, though. 'Two cans a week will 
be free and further cans 1.5 cents each, through 
tickets sold at the municipal hall. 


This may mean that there will be less smoke 
drifting across the municipality in October and No¬ 
vember, and it will be a welcome service to those 
who have not the energy, the space or the inclina-' 
tion to make compost. Of course an extra gar¬ 
bage can or two is not going to take care of the 
leaf problems of residents with numbers of oaks. 

One can hope the service proves popular and 
inexpensive enough to be continued, and to spread 
to the neighboring parts of the community. ,

This re¬ 
ferred to the rejiort that the 
head of B.C. Hydro is energe¬ 
tically piomoting the use of 
electricity for home heating. 

By d'adition the people of ^ 
the developed countries ha\eV 
been conditioned to believe 
that any enterprise is success¬ 
ful only if the'sales volume is 
ever increasing. But now this 
idea must be challenged and 
an increasing pressure must 
be brought on the consumer 
to conserve the product and to 
reduce consumption, if there 
is the remotest possibility that 
expanding production will fur¬ 
ther pollute or damage the en¬ 
vironment. 

The idea is not new. A year

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U.S. New Left Drifts Away 


T he movement began 

in the early 1960s, reached 
its peak between 1968 and 1970 
and now is declining steadily, 
drifting toward an unknown 
fate. 


7116 high-water mark was 
the rioting that swept college 
campuses after the U.S.-South 
Vietnamese invasion of Cam¬ 
bodia in 1970, capped by the 
bombing of Sterling Hall at 
the University of Wisconsin on 
Aug. 24 that year. 

Now the New Left is reced¬ 
ing as mysteriously as it 
began, and leaving behind one 
of the strangest chapters of 
violence in American histor>’. 


The failure of hard-core ele¬ 
ments to disrupt the recent 
Republican and Democratic 
national conventions is the 
latest public evidence of an 
ebb tide that government 
investigators have known 
about for two year.s. 

This does not moan the job 
of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, police and other 
protective groups has become 
easier as college campuses, 
ghettos and city streets (luiei- 
cd and protest demonstrations 
became fewer and less effec¬ 
tive. 

If anything, that job ha.s be¬ 
come more complex. Twenty 
years ago theif were a rela¬ 
tively few extremist groups 
tliat had to be closely watched 
the Communist Party of 
the United States, its Trots- 
kyitc offshoot the Socialist 
Workers Party, and the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

Today there are new off- 
sluxits of the Communist 
movement, the pi-o-Maoist 
Progressive Labor Parly, a 
third world movement. Cuban 
insurrectionists. Puerto Rican 
extremists and a multiplicity 
of small but still violent 
groups left in the wake of the 
New Left.

Similarly, the Maoist 
Progressive Labor Parly has 
been weakened by the forma¬ 
tion of the -Revolutionary 
Union, and-its later offshoot, 
the Vcnceremos Organization, 
both extremely radical, with 
i(X>ts deep in California and 
Illinois. 

One highly informed source 
|x)ints out that one effect of 
all this has been the rejection 
by more moderate elements 
of the concept of violence. 
Tliey have drifted away from 
the movement. 

Without the moderale.s. 
highly inflamed by the Viet¬ 
nam war, the massiv e 
marches on the Pentagon, the 
justice department and the 
White Hoase in the last of 
the 1960s would probably have 
fizzled. So too probably would 
the ma.ssive demonstrations 
at Columbia University when 
students seized a number of 
buildings in 1966-67. 

One reason moderates 
began to withdraw, officials 
say. is that they tix>k a closer 
look at the radical rhetoric 
^nd found it was leading to no 
worthwhile obiectivc. 


This does not mean the New 
Left has passed from the 
American scene entirely or 
that it might not conceivably 
be revived under certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Right now, however, gov¬ 
ernment .sources estimate the 
New Left has no more than 20 
jier cent of its former 
strength. 

But even that remnant was 
able to mobilize between 4,(100 


and 5,000 demonstrators at 
the Aug. 21-23 Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention and cause 
considerable trouble. This, of 
course, was far below the 
10,000 to 20,000 that had been 
expected. 

Left in this hard core are 
such groups as the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War, a 
group that appears in its pub¬ 
lic ajipearanccs to be dis¬ 
ciplined and non-violent, de¬ 
spite very tough rhetoric. For 
some rca.son. it is rated by 
government investigators as 
among the must militant.

Another group in the New 
I.eft hard core is Uie National 
Peace Action Coalitiurt 
(NPAC), created by the 
Trotskyite Socialist Workers 
Party and its youth branch, 
the Young Socialist Alliance. 
NPAC, one of the spt^nsoring 
organizations for anti-war 
marches, earlier was known 
as the Student Mobilization 
Committee.

Both PCPJ and NPAC are 
planning new anti-war demon¬ 
strations in (October. The.v 
were the umbrella groups, 
along with the Vietnam Vets, 
that organized uiiheavals at 
the two political conventions. 

Another group. existing 
largely on fiapcr, is the In¬ 
dochina Peace (’ampaign, 
headed by anti-war actress 
Jane Fonda.

To many It seemed to be a 
treasure trove Just waiting to 
be tapped. Indonesia was the 
third richest country In known 
natural resources, ranking 
after the United States and 
the Soviet Union, declared an 
offloial U.S. publication. Plant 
a broomstick and it will grow, 
people used to say. All that 
lha country needed was good 
government. 

For the past seven years 
since Sukarno was first chal¬ 
lenged and then overthrown,

government it has known 
since Indepencence, and prob¬ 
ably the best government it 
could hope for at'this time.

‘'Geologists see a possibility 
of the sort of major mineral 
. filtoa occurrM in West 
Australia/* said one Western 
economiat with years of expe¬ 
rience here. Nor is the soil as 
rich everywhere as people 
once liked to think. It is no 
accident that there are 75 mil¬ 
lion people in Java and only 
20 million in Sumatra. 

With a population of about 
120 million, and sitiU growing 
at perhapa 2.6 per cent, with 
land holdings in Java already 
down to survival level, with 
unemployment running to 8 to 
10 per cent (tf the labpr force, 
and with the real problem of 
education still to be tackled, 
Indonesia will not need only 
good government and good 
luck, but also much foreign 
help to see it through. 

'The Suharto government 
now seems likely to face its 
first serious test much earlier 
than it has hoped, or antici¬ 
pated. By December the 
country faces the prospect of 
a serious shortage of rice. 

Since Indonesian life re¬ 
volved around rice, the short¬ 
ages can scarcely fail to bring 
the government under strong 
criticism. 

No one knows yet how criti¬ 
cal the shortages may be. One 
informed guess is that they 
may run to about 250,000 to 
300,000. This is not an exces¬ 
sively large amount, but there 
are shortages elsewhere in 
Southeast Asia and budgetary 
difficulties about getting addi¬ 
tional supplies from Japan, 
where there are ccwisiderable 
stocks. 

Weather is partly to blame 
for the triages. The current 
dry season has bem exce^)- 
tionally dry and in central 
Java last weekend I saw 


rivers that had entirely diied 
up. In one, where the flow at 
this of year is usually 
substantial, villagers were 
digging for water in the river 
bed.^ 

But weather is, unfortu¬ 
nately, not the only factm*. 
For fear of producing an 
over-supply. President Suhar¬ 
to halted the expanaion of rice 
growing when self^euffictency 
seemed assured. On top of 
this, officials overnraUmated 
the laat wet season crop. For 
a time, also, official buyers 
lent money earmarked for 
rice purohaaea and were 
caught without funda when 
the price began to rise. 

With congress due to meet 
In March, the first five-year 
plan, on which Prealdent Su¬ 
harto set such store, seems 
unlikely therefore to end with 
the full success be had hoped 
for. 


None of this adds up to a 
real crisis for the Suharto 
government. But it does un¬ 
derscore the very formidable 
problema that will continue to 
confront Indonesia ■ in its 
struggle to become self¬ 
generating to the perint where 
it can meet the le^iimate as¬ 
pirations at the people. 

Out in Sumberiawang, one 
of the direet areas central 
Java, the cash income of an 
average fannUy of five runs 
to about 16 a year. The peo¬ 
ple live on rice and edUble 
leaves. A doctor working to 
raise nutritional standards in 
this area says that if every 
family could get only one 


guinea pig a week to eat. thla 
would raise the annual protein 
intake of the region tay a thou¬ 
sand dmes. 

It is wonderful to see the 
improvement in Jakarta. But 
to comprehend the real nature 
of Indonesia's problem It is 
also essential to go lo the 
countryside. 

The uphill climb lo In¬ 
donesia has only just begun 
and it will have to go on fm* a 
long, long time before there 
can be any reason for compla¬ 
cency.

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Uganda: No Excuses 
For Chaos, Bloodshed 


Unlike the Congo in tlip 
early 3960s, Uganda has n<i 
easy excuses to justify it.s 
chaos, bloodshed, brutality 
and tyranny. 

A decade ago. defenders of 
Black Africa dismissed criti¬ 
cism of the terrifying Congo 
in a glib way. Belgian colonia¬ 
lism was brutal, they said, 
and unenlightened. At in¬ 
dependence, the Congo had 
only a handful of college 
graduates. The Congo did not 
represent Black Africa. 

It is hard to justify recent 
events in Uganda in same 
way. For Uie British, Uganda 
was a prideful model of the 
best that could be ac¬ 
complished under the colonial 
system. At independence a 
decade ago, It was a relative¬ 
ly educated, stable and rich 
African country. 

In view of what has hap¬ 
pened, there is bitter irony in 
the historical record of British 
hopes for Uganda. 

“There is no region.” young 
Winston Churchill wrote in 
1908 after a visit there, 
“which offers prospects to 
compare in hopefulness with 
those of the protectorate of 
Uganda .. 

Henry M. Stanley, who 
came upon Uganda in 187,i, 
wrote; 

“Oh! Tliat some pious, 
practical missionary would 
come here !\\'hat a field and 
harvest for the sickle of civlli- 
ration." 

While these old quotations 
rnay sound Ironic an'd even 
comical now, they were well 
founded in those days. 

Bofli Chiu‘chl’11 and Stanley 
had lieen excited by ITgnnda’s 
Kingdom of Buganda by the 
shores of Lake Victoria. It 
was a rare example of an or¬ 
ganized and complex tribe led 
in a feudal way by a kahaka, 
or king. 

The missionaries answered 
the call of Stanley and con¬ 
verted many of the Ganda 
people of Buganda to Chris¬ 
tianity in tlie next century. 
With Christianity came 
schools and Western attitudes. 
By the time of Ugandan in¬ 
dependence in 1961, Buganda 
was one of tlie most modem 
and productive areas in Afri¬ 
ca. 

If Uganda w ere made np of 
Buganda and no more, the 
prophecies of Cliurchill and 
Stanley might seem quite sen¬ 
sible today. . 

But. in the 19th Century, 
imperialists drew colonial 
boundaries without worrying 
about the people who lived be¬ 
tween the rule lines. Uganda

was drawn to Include far 
more territory than Bugamla. 
As a result, the Ganda people 
of Buganda, at independence, 
found themselves in a country 
where other people — less 
modem and less educated — 
outnumbered them by more 
than 5 to 1. 

Further, the democratic 
and parliamentary institutions 
that Britain tried to graft on 
to Uganda in a few years did 
not take hold very well. It 
was easy for Milton Obote, 
who ruled independent Ugan¬ 
da (or most of its early years, 
to bni.sh them aside and easi¬ 
er still for the army to brush 
him aside later. 

Obote, who ruled as prime 
minister and then as pres¬ 
ident, was a northerner from 
the I^ango tribe. Seeing the 
Ganda people ns a throat to 
himself and to the unity of the 
nation, he decided to destroy 
tlirlr power and traditional 
structure, 

On paper, in theory, Olwte 
may have seemed right. The 
Ganda were proud, arrogant, 
separatist, almost au¬ 
tonomous and had their own 
king. Uganda could never be¬ 
come a nation until at least 
some of the separatist feeling 
of the Ganda was quieted. 

Rut tlie result of Obole’s 
policy of putting down the 
Ganda was to create a Ugan¬ 
da in which the least modem 
peoples were in charge of de-

veloping it into a modem 
state. 

To suppress the Ganda, 
Obote used the Ugandan 
army, and that turned out to 
be his greatest error. The sol¬ 
diers, led by Gen. Idi Amin, 
stormed the palace of the Ka- 
baka of Buganda in 1966 and 
sent him into exile in London, 
where he died a fewl^ears 
later. Amin's troops, almost 
all northerners, then occupied 
Buganda in the name of Obote 
for four years. 

Obote had fashioned a 
monster. During his regime, 
the army increased from 1,000 
men to 7,500. 

An unpopular man who 
needed the army to stay in of¬ 
fice, Obote gave in to all its 
whims. When the soldiers mu¬ 
tinied against their British of¬ 
ficers In 1964, Obote dismissed 
the British and replaced them 
by swiftly promoting his ser¬ 
geants. Whenever the soldiers 
demanded an increase in pay, 
he gave in. The Ugan<la army 
soon liecamc one of the least 
trained armies in Africa and 
one of the best paid. 

In January 1971, the 
monster lashed out at its cre¬ 
ator. Amin overthrew Obote 
\sbile the president was at a 
Commonwealth prime min¬ 
isters conference in Sin¬ 
gapore. Gen. Amin became 
President Amin. 

The people of Uganda were 
taken in by the new president. 
ITnIike Obote, he was not a so¬ 
cialist ideolog but a hearty 
soldier, the former heavy¬ 
weight boxing champion of 
the Uganda army. The hard- 
drinking buddy of the enlisted 
man.I His E'nglish was halting 
but Ins humor was quick, and 
his heart, everyone thought, 
was in the right place. 

Forgotten, at least for a 
while, was the fact that he 
was a man of only a few 
years education who dimly 
perceived the problema of 
state and finance. Also forgot¬ 
ten waa the ease with which a 
tyrant can rule in an African 
country whose institutions are 
too weak to check his whims. 

rtr a few months It became 
clear that stability was not to 
be the hallmark of the mili¬ 
tary government. The soldiers 
in the army began killing 
each other. 

Without discipline or train¬ 
ing but well armed, the sol¬ 
diers began to rule the life of 
Uganda as only arrogant, Ig¬ 
norant men can. 


For more than a year, there 
has been a kind of reign of 
terror in Uganda with men of 
all races killed and high of¬ 
ficials of the government dis¬ 
appearing. Some of the 
murders and detentions have 
been coldly calculated. Others 
have been committed by 
armed, drunken soldiers on 
sprees. 

Meanwhile, faced with a 
desperate financial situation, 
Amin did not suddenly decide 
to deal with it in a rational 
way. Instead, he has taken 
the pose of a comic magician, 
pulling outrageous surprises 
out of his sleeve. 

The first came in April 
when he turned on one of his 
early benefactors, the Israeli 
government, and threw out all 
Israeli technicians and Ini- 
sinessmen. This was a swift 
way of cancelling all his debts 
to Israel and of insuring fi¬ 
nancial supjKirt from rich and 
anti-Zionist Libya. 

In early August, he pulled 
out his biggest surprise and 
ordered the expulsion of most 
of the 80,000 Asians in Uganda 
in 90 days. This might eventu¬ 
ally deshx>y his economy, l^e- 
cause the Asians control the 
commerce of Uganda and fill 
most of the skilled and profes¬ 
sional posts. But it also guar¬ 
antees him great popularity, 
for the masses of Africans 
feel a deep hatred for the 
Aslans. 

'The move, however, ex¬ 
posed him as a black racist 
and. for much of the outside 
world, crippled the moral 
stand of Black Africa against 
white southern Africa. 

Hut thi.s did not seem to 
Ixither Amin. In fact, at least 
at first, he seemed to enjoy 
all his unra\orable publicity. 
He even made tlie publicity 
worse by his vitriolic attacks 
on the British and by express¬ 
ing approval for Hitler's ex¬ 
termination of the Jews. 

Amin probably feels that he 
can now rail with Impunity at 
the outside world. He has hos¬ 
tages 80,000 Asians, 7,000 
British, 1,000 Americans and 
the hundreds of other whites 
who live In Uganda. 

Foreign governments with 
citizens in Uganda are now 
afraid to offend him for fear 
of what he will do next. 

Perhaps Uganda is an aber¬ 
ration of Black Africa much 
like the Congo once was. But 
its background and history 
have too much in common 
with much of the rest of 
Black Africa for a defender of 
Africa to feel smug about It.

For years, University 
of Victoria economist 
• and geographer Dr. Der¬ 
rick Sewell has spoken at 
international conferences 
about the world energy 
crisis and has sometimes 
been accused of “crying 
wolf', but now he says, 
the, wolf is in B.C.’s back 
yard. 

Sewell, pacing around in his 
book-lined office, first defined 
the crisis in an interview last 
week by saying it Is a situa¬ 
tion of stress that's likely to 
get worse.” 

He pointed out quite forci¬ 
bly that the crisis has been 
brought about in North 
America to a large extent by 
increasing demands and 
excessive waste of energy. 

While Sewell and many of 
his colleagues see the energy 
crisis in terms of natural re¬ 
source utilization. Sewell par¬ 
ticularly views the iMX>blem in 
far broader social and na¬ 
tional cMitexts for Canadians. 

The ^UVfc professor said he 
has every reason to question 
the growth etMc. which has 
become the whole basis for 
energy development. I can’t 
go along with the Idea of Just 
the growth ethic, which has 
saying more dams mean , 
more Jobs. The time has ar^ 
rived where we win ha%e to I 
ask whether this growth j 
worth the social costs.” i 

He also questions another ; 
commonly-held belief that an , 
advancing technology can ! 
provide almost magical solu- | 
tions to the need for more 
power. 

Sewell, waving his arms, 
said, It is simple enough 
when the first machine re¬ 
placed muscle power, because 
those early machines were 
able to operate more effici¬ 
ently and do more work than 
a human.

A comer of the Inner Har¬ 
bor turned a bright shade of 
green Monday, causing 
tourists to scurry for their 
cameras and color film. 

And as the tourists snapped 
away at the lime green water 
surface in the area behind the 
service station on the .comer 
of Wharf and Government, ex¬ 
perts tried to find out what it 
was. 

Victoria city engineers 
eventually determined it was 
aif aniline dye used to test 
plumbing. 

Ihey said the dye is 
harmless, heavier than water 
and should dissipate over¬ 
night. ; 

And the culprit was a local 
plumbing firm woricing in the 
Belmont Building near the 
comer of Humboldt and Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The building is currently 
being renovated for an mvost- 
ment syndicate — Fort Vic¬ 
toria Properties Ltd. — and 
tests are being made on the 
existing drainage and plumb¬ 
ing fixtures. 

According to Victoria har¬ 
bormaster, Capt. Ron Newell, 
the plumbers apparently used 
too much of the green dye and 
It bubbled up from an outfall 
behind the Victoria travel in-

formation bureau near the 
sen’ice station. 

The green dye then became 
trapped behind a log boom 
which is used to hold lumber 
scrap collected from the har¬ 
bor by cleanup crews.

“I dyn’t consider it neces¬ 
sarily pollution but it is an an¬ 
noyance.” 

The harbormaster explained 
that the dye was first seen

thought to be non-t^c, the 
Undersea Gardens was in¬ 
formed, in case fish in the 
ocean tanks there could be af¬ 
fected.

Leslie Passmore 
supiK>rtcd Uie residents and 
I'ejected the application from 
Mann Excavating Ltd. The 
area will I'emain in a rural 
zone. 

SiK>kesmen for the applicant 


stated that the company cur¬ 
rently stores its back-hoes 
and other excavating equip¬ 
ment at A legal, non-conform¬ 
ing site on Garnett. 

They said tl^e company 
would use only a small corner 
ot the property off Lochside 
for heavy equipment storage 
and the remainder of the 
acreage would be for the 
keeping of horses. 

Company siwkesman also 
t<dd the hearing they had no 
desire to irritate neighbors

Relief Slight, But 


Welfare Help Weleomed 


Municipal officials are 
happy about a provincial an¬ 
nouncement of a reduction in 
welfare costs. 

But they would be much 
happier if there was a change 
in cost-sharing policy. 

Rehabilitation Minister Nor¬ 
man Levi announced Monday 
that the municipal billing for 
welfare costs will be reduced 
from Jl-11 to 96 cents per ca¬ 
pita. 

Oak Bay Mayor Frances El- 
ford and Saanich Mayor Hugh 
CJurtis ‘welcomed the an¬ 
nouncement, but said what 
they would really like to see 


is a reduction of the percent¬ 
age that municipalities con¬ 
tribute to welfare costs. 

"That is the announcement 
we are really w'aiting for. and 
that will benefit property 
owners and renters \riio are 
paying towards welfare 
llirough iii*operty taxes,” said 
Curtis. 

At present the federal gov¬ 
ernment pays 30 per cent of 
costs, provincial government 
pays 35 per cent and munici¬ 
palities 15 per cent. 

Mayor Elford said the an¬ 
nouncement reflects an im¬ 
provement in tlie economy 


and in the employment pic¬ 
ture so that fewer people are 
drawing welfare than pre¬ 
viously. 

Adjustments in the amounts 
paid by municipalities have 
been common In the past as 
welfare costs increase or de¬ 
crease. 

The provincial billing, she 
said, comes monthly and fluc¬ 
tuates quite often and in addi¬ 
tion municipalities have been 
asked fof lump sums, or have 
been given rebates in accor¬ 
dance with the money actu¬ 
ally paid out in welfare. 


The parks situation in B.C.

Mayor Peter Pollen charged 
Monday the brief would not 
be put to a hearing of the Ca¬ 
nadian Radio and Television 
Commission in Edmonton 
because the cablevision com¬ 
pany had denied city council 
financial information about 
the operations of the com¬ 
pany. 

The CRTC had also declined 
to give the city the Informa¬ 
tion it had on file about Vic- 
topa Cablevision and this had 
made it "virtually impossible 
to reply to the idiotic brief” 
forwarded by the company. 

Brief Discns»wn 

Pollen said council would 
discuss the future of the brief 
at its meeting Thursday to 
see w hat it could do. 

CbuncU has tabled a motion 
from an earlier meeting ttiis 
month which called for a fea¬ 
sibility study into the possibil¬ 
ity of owning and operating a 
cablevision senuce in he city. 

Ratepayers were going to 
be asked to say yes or no to 
the proposal in a referendum 
if it was found feasible. 

One thing in the way of 
such a move is a CRTC direc¬ 
tive dated July 17, 1972, which 
says municipalities or public 
bodies cannot be granted a li¬ 
cence for operating a cablcvi- 
sion 8er\’ice. 

Rale Opposition 

Victoria city council 
planned to op{)ose a proposal 
to increase cablevision rates 
from $4.50 a month to $5 and 
Saanich, Oak Bay and Esqui- 
malt municipalities agreed to 
share the cost of the brief. 

Meanwhile on Monday pro-

Tel and Victoria Ffress) arc so 
intricately woven in regard to 
cablevision interests.’'

SAN ANTONIO. Texas - 
One of (he most heated con¬ 
troversies about food la over 
making of chili con came, 
and it is something of an 
obsession with the people in 
Texas, where it is said to 
have originated. 

Local newspapers and mag¬ 
azines are constantly publish¬ 
ing articles about it Even 
books have been written on 
the pros and cons of good 
chili. 

Annual chill-cooking 
contests attract thousands 
from stirruunding slates And 
Jhe International ('hill Appre¬ 
ciation Society, founded in 
1951 and based in Dallas, now 
has chapters all over the 
world. 

One thing Texas chili-lovers 
make clear right from the be¬ 
ginning is that the dish is not 
Mexican. This statement is 
hard to prove — but. as the 
Texans point out it’s also dif¬ 
ficult to disprove. 

We can be pretty sure that 
tile Texans are right on this 
point, however, because even 
today’s Mexicans consider 
chili con came to be Texan — 
although there is proof that the 
Indians of Mexico were mak¬ 
ing concoctlotis of chilles and 
meat long before the days of 
Columbus and Cortes. 

And today, in Mexico,

Texans will not admit that the 
watery mixtures of In'nns and 
hamburger ser/ed In New 
York of CTilcago or anywhere 
outside of Texas* for that 
matter, are anything like the 
real thing. 

Outsiders often atid onions 
and tnmaloe.s — whn h L\n- 
don Johnson is said to 
prefer. Other additions tncliido 
red kidney lie.ms various 
spues, |iiin.ato pa'il'', .'iiiH 
chdi innsrier instead of re;;! 
chill i>eppers. 

The traditional rccip''. 
however, is made of h-ilf-iC'li‘ . 
cubes of beef, fireferalily 
tough meat, and dried red 
chiles, about 12 pods to three 
pounds of beef 'The meat Is- 
cooked in suet fat. Spices can 
Include oregano, cumin seeds, 
paprika, salt and pepper, sug¬ 
ar and garlic. 

The chill is cooked over low' 
heat for an hour or two. until 
tender, and commeal is usual¬ 
ly added to thicken it slightly. 

Purists say that chili con 
came should never have to¬ 
matoes or cblli powder and it 
should be serv^ with sepa¬ 
rate bow ls of beans and rice.

Also prqposed is a day-cart 
centre for mothers who art 
not working but who wish to 
attend functions in the centre 
or in the do^tc^ area. 

The foundation's hcqiw Is 
that the centre may be built 
on the* Crystal Garden site, 
which Purdy says has been 
earmariked by the city lor 
convention purposes. 

Purdy’s hope is that the 
centre might create a new 
major industry for the area, 
serving the whole of southern 
Vancouver Island, and be¬ 
come the core of leisure activ¬ 
ities for all residents. 

Cost of the project is es¬ 
timated at between $7 and 
million.

Major Move for Servants

After years of rejection, 
B.C.’s provincial employees 
have taken their first official 
step toward collective bar¬ 
gaining. 

Ernie Hall, provincial sec¬ 
retary of the New Democrat 
government, announced after 
a meeting Monday with of¬ 
ficials of the B.C. Government 
Etnployees’ union, that a 
committee would be set up to 
study the matter. 

The committee, which will 


include representatives from 
the civ’il service, the union, 
the academic world and possi¬ 
bly a legal expert in labor 
matters, is to make recom¬ 
mendations. Such recommen¬ 
dations would then be put into 
the form of legislation for 
consideration at next spring’s 
session of the Legislature. 

The committee is to have a 
maximum of five persons. 

Hall said it was the only 
reaCway to decide what legis¬ 
lation is required. He expects 
to either meet or be in contact 


with union officials again by 
the first of next week. 

Representing the union 
Monday were general secre¬ 
tary John Fryer of Vancouver 
and president Norman Rich¬ 
ards of Victoria. 

The drive for collective bar¬ 
gaining for the civil sen-ants 
was stepped up considerably 
in recent years with the arriv¬ 
al on the scene of Fryer, who 
gave up his job in Ottawa as 
research director with the Ca¬ 
nadian Labor Congress to be¬ 


come the BCGEU’s top paid 
officer. 

But tlie move made no im¬ 
pression on the Social Cre.lit 
government, despite some 
work stoppages and threats of 
others. 

The NDP had promised, if 
elected, to bring collective 
bargaining to the 14,000- 
member union. 

Hall said Monday, “We 
stand at square one." He 
added, "Unanimity is our 
main target."

On Monday the union and 
the new NDP government 
held an initial meeting to set 
the machinery for bargaining 
rights in motion. 

Pickford. who lived at 376 
Foul Bay Road, was a former 
employee of the B.C. Forest 
Service who joLied the union 
in 1949. He bei;ame a staff 
representative in 1969, serving 
all of Vancouver Island for a 
time. 

Union officials said he was 
very much a part of the fight 
for collective bargaining, a 
wish that was dwiied by the 


outgoing Social Credit govern¬ 
ment. 

As a staff representative, 
Pickford was described as an 
extremely hard working man 
who "sometimes put in a 
23-hour day." 

Born at Nelson, B.C.. he 


had lived in Victoria since the 
age of three. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Marilyn; five children. Mike, 
19. Steven, 14. Jeannine. 13.

Bulb Storage 


In my mail lately I teem to detect 
tome confusion on the part of. hjme 
gardeners regarding the proper storage 
of houteplant bulbs during their winter 
period of dormancy. Because glacliolus. 
dahlia and begonia bulbs are given very 
cool storage to hbid them back and dis¬ 
courage premature sprouting, a lot of 
my readers are jumping to the conclu¬ 
sion that housepiant bulbs, too, should 
be stored In a c<rid place. 

nils is all wrong, and I suspect that 
quite a lot of trouble, particularly with 
gloxinias, are caused by the chilling of 
the bulbs in winter storage. These bulbs 
are all tropical subjects, and never in 
their wild state are they subjected to 
low temperatures. 

In dormant winter storage here, they 
should be given about the same degree 
of warmth as they would experience In 
their native lands. 

Gljxinlas and other bulbs of the Ges- 
neria family should be stored at ordi¬ 
nary room temperatures — ideally be¬ 
tween 65 and 70 degrees — while Achi- 
menes and the yellow Cala prefer it a 
trifle cooler, 55 to 60 degrees. 

A common cause of shrivelling in 
such bulbs is drying off the plants too 
abruptly when flowering ceases, or cut¬ 
ting down the top growth uhile the 
leaves are still green and functioning. 


Actually, these bulbs should be 
"weaned" into dormancy by cutting 
down on their water very gradually, 
and the tops should never be cut away 
until the leaves have fallen and the 
stems are dry and withered. 

The easiest way to store these bulbs 
— and the safest — is to leave them in 
their pots of soil all winter, shaking 
them out in the spring and repotting 
into fresh soil. 

During their winter rest, the soil in 
the pot should be almost but not quite 
bone dry; too much moisture would rot 
the inactive bulb or start it into growth 
much too early tor its own good, w'hile 
dust-dry soil could cause the bulb to 
shrivel from dry rot or simple dehydra- 
tion. 

It isn’t easy to achieve this happy 
medium, but I find that with a gloxinia 
in an average-size pot. half a cupful of 
water once a month will do the trick. 
Remember, this is while the bulb is en¬ 
joying its winter rest and at ordinary 
room temperatures: a plant in active 
summer growth will require much more 
water than this. 

Speaking of Achimenes — the plant's 
name is pronounced ak-kim-MEE-neez 
and it is often nicknamed Cupid's 
BoM-er —I am rather surprised that 
most indoor gardeners are content to 


grow only the old pink and purple 
kinds, for there are so many newer and 
better varieties available nowadays. I 
imagine this is because most, plants 
are started from slips or bulbs obtained 
from friends and neighbors, and few 
folks ever think to shop for thetn or 
look them up in a bulb dealer’s cata¬ 
logue. 

Actually, these tiny scaly tubers ~ 
they look like miniature pine cones 
are not at all expensive, running around 
20c each for unnamed mixtui^es to 35c 
for named hybrid varieties. 

Of these. Carmine Queen covers it¬ 
self in smallish flowers in a bright car^ 
mine shade. Crimson Glory is a lovely 
rich red with some purplish overtones, 
while EHilcie is a grand white-flowered 
plant developed at Cornell University 
and with probably the biggest flowers of 
any Cupid’s Bower yet bred. 

Galatea, a variety from India, is 
clear blue with a white throat; Vivid Is 
a medium dark red and with arching 
stems, particularly well suited for hang¬ 
ing baskets. Ambroise Verschaffelt 
bears Nv'hitc flowers with purple lines 
and a yellow throat, while Flava is a 
dwarf, making a much smaller and 
more compact plant than Its brothers, 
and bearing bright golden yellow flow¬ 
ers, a rare color indeed in Achimenes.

Disdain for 


Most of us live in mentally 
airtight compartments; the 
left hemisphere of our brain 
doesn't know what the right 
hemisphere is thinking. 

Our luncheon table the 
other day included the head of 
a large company, who was 
complaining about the present 
generation’s lack of respect 
(or age. He compared it with 
his own time, and deplored 
our modern youth's contempt 
for anybody rniddlc-oged or 
older. 

Yet this same man defends 
a rigid ixilicy at his lompany 
which compels employees 
over sixty-five to retire, nn 
matter how a«live. bright, 
healthy <ir capaiile they are. 

And. while It is ntjt offici-il. 


his ftimpany will ■ not hire 
anyone over Vy for a mid¬ 
dle management iwsltion. lie- 
cause it would put too much 
of a strain on the firm’s pen¬ 
sion and welfare structure. 

This is the attitude of most 
companies in our time — 
which is not only jisycholo- 
gicaJly, socially and economi¬ 
cally devastating tor many 
men of sixty-five who still 
have a decade or more of 
productive life in them — but 
also increases the "deiicn- 
dency rntio" of non|»n)<lui livc 
peojilc who are being supi/orl- 
e.l either by ttii' government 
nr by the cm[)loycd [Hirlion of 
the po|>ulRtion. 

If wc « alkiu.sly (listarrl nUtrr

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Cancer Fighters Cautious

\^lASHINGTpN (AP) — A 
Natlcmal Cancer Institute re> 
searcher says the work in 
progress on using the cbemU 
cal BCG in fighting can^r is 
“encouraging.” 

Dr. Hert)ert Rapp said the 
work been on laboratory 
animals and every little testp 
ing has been done so far on 
pec^le by the cancer experts. 

“It is time for us to sit 
down and discuss the 8itua> 
tkxi.” Rapp said in a tele- 
|rf)one inteiview Saturday. 

Rapp commented in re¬ 
sponse to questions about the 
statement of Dr. Michael 
Hanna Jr., a scientist at Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory in 
Tennessee, that injection of 
BCG into laboratory animals 
at Oak Ridge has b^n 100 per 
cent effective in eradica^g 
cancer tumors and arresting 
the spread of cancer cdls. 

l^^xperts cautioned against 
any conclusions that “the 
cure” for cancer had been 
found. 

Dr.. Gerald Murphy, direc¬ 
tor of Ros^U Park Memorial 
Institute iii Buffalo, N.ir...said 
BCG is not. the one answer in 
the search for a cancer sure. 

BOG has been on intensive 
clinical trial at RosweU Park, 
he said, and is .“<me form of 
treatment method of effecting 
the body's Immunological sys¬ 
tems.” 

“The most important thing 
to understand is that only cer¬ 
tain kinds patients can ben¬ 
efit from this kind of agent,” 
Mi^hy said. “The patient 
with a great deal of active 
cancer is not a good can¬ 
didate for BOG.” 

The work at Oak Ridge is a 
part of research by the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute under 


federal support. Dr. Rapp 
said. 

Ihe research is being done 
mainly at the National Cancer 
Institute and has been going 
on (or 10 years, he said. 

International caneer experts 
will gather at the institute in 
nearby Bethesda, Md., in 
early October, he said, and 
plan to spend two days dis¬ 
cussing the BCG situation. 

“It works well in guinea 
pigs under certain conditions 
where the spread of cancer 
has just begun,” Rapp said. 

He said that if the chemi- 
- cal-BacUlus Calmette Cruerln- 
is injected a tumor, it has 
been found it can permanent¬ 
ly cime half the animals, 
sometimes 80 per cent of 
them. The remainder have a 
prolonged Ufe. he said. 

Hama said BCG stlmidates 
—- the bod/s natural im¬ 
munological reactions against 
tumors to the point where 
they ore strong enough to 
eradicate the cancer cells. 

Dr. Joeeph Sokal, chief re¬ 
search intenUst at New 
York's cancer research ,.an4 
treatment centre, said that 
BCG was 'not an anti-tumor 
agent Itself, “but a stimulant 
of a kind of immunity; you 
need to fight cancer.” 


Dr. Edmund Klein, chief of 
dermatlgy at Rswell Park, 
replied last May that five 


patients with skdn cancer 
sho w ed Irapravemint when 
treated with BOG.

Pilots 

Fear 

Custody 

TOKYO (UPI) — Three 
U.S. pilots released from cap¬ 
tivity in North Vietnam left 
Monday by plane for Nanking, 
China, enroute home via Pek¬ 
ing and Moecow, Hanoi re¬ 
ports said Monday. 

Thefr departure came after 
they were reported to have 
told President Nixon they did 
not want to return home with 
U.S. military escorts. 

The men, who were freed as 
prisoners of war May 17 to an 
American anti-war group in 
Hanoi, originally were to have 
flown out via Vientiane, 
Laos., by Soviet Aerc^ot. 
They failed to arrive on the 
sch^uled flight and the anti- 
war group indicated they 
were afraid the U.S. military 
would take them into custody 
if they landed in Vientiane. 

Erik Eriksson, Hanoi corre¬ 
spondent for the Swedish 
Broadcasting Corp., said in a 
report from Hanoi the fliers 
would spend the night in the 
border city before flying on to 
Peking Tuesday. He said they 
and other POWs In North 
Vietnam were in good health. 

For the past week or so the 
pilots and some members of 
their families have been given 
conducted tours of bombed- 
out areas. Eriksson quoted 
one of the fliers as saying: 

“It is quite another feeling 
to see the destruction from 
the ground than seeing it 
from a plane. We hope peace 
will come soon to Vietnam." 

At the White House, press 
secretary Ronald Ziegler read 
one report that the tiiree men 
had left Hanoi en route to 
Nanking, Qiina. 


Suicide-Bent, 
Gunman Gets 
Only Wounds 

PACOLVIA, Calif. (UPI) — 

A suicide-bent gunman 
opened fire on a police station 
Monday, blasting tlie building 
with so many shots from so 
many directions that officers 
inside thought they were 
under siege by a band with 
machineguns. 

Patrolmen, gathered for a 
midnight shift change in this 
Los Angeles suburb, hit the 
deck when the first volleys 
sent window glass shattering. 
A watch officer sent an ur¬ 
gent call for help reporting 
tJiey were “pinned down.” 

After an hour and 15-minute 
e.xchange. police brought 
down 25-year-old Michael 
Grant with leg and hand 
wounds.

More than 150 people on the 
ground floor level escaped in¬ 
jury, but almost 80 people 
were drinking and dancing on 
an upper level when a short 
circuit set fir* to electrical 
wiring and ignited straw and 
bamboo wall decorations.

CLEANING INDUSTRY 


New Fabrics—New Techniques 


In the craze for washable 
fabrics, women tend to o\er- 
look a rather important point. 

Just about anything that 
can be wa.shed, can be dry- 
cleaned. 

J^foreover. certain articles 
such as knitwear look better 
and last longer for a dry- 
cleaning. Jim McEvay say.s. 

Th^ label that says wash¬ 
able often conveys an impres¬ 
sion that this is the only way 
of cleaning the garment. But 
not 90. Oily substances spilled 
on synthetic-fabric dresses 
are often difficult lo remove 
with soap and water, and the 
dry cleaner is frequently 
asked. “Is it safe to dry- 
clean?” the answer is yes. 
Many an e.xpensive outfit is 
unnecessarily relegated to the 


clothes closet in the belief 
Ihat it was ruined. Dryclean¬ 
ing can perform the trick. 

Developments in the clean¬ 
ing industry meanwhile are 
keeping pace with new fab¬ 
rics. many of which have un¬ 
usual properties. The old 
trial-and-error techniques no 
longer apply. 

A Dupont pix>duct obtained 
by McbAay. for example, and 
which required instaliation of 
costlj' equipment, is being 
used with excoUeni results for 
cleaning synthetics, knitwear, 
fake furs, beaded gow'ns and 
bonded fabrics. A fluoro-car- 
bon as distinct from hydro¬ 
carbon-based solvents, it dries 
at ven.- low temperatures (85 
degrees F.) compared with 
140 deg. for conventional sol¬ 
vents. 


Its virtue for heat sensitive 
fabrics can thus be appreci- 
aied. It almost eliminates pos¬ 
sibility of shrinkage. McEvay 
says: retains colors too. What 
the fluid does for knitwear 
and other popular garments it 
will also do for household faib- 
rics like draperies and bed¬ 
spreads. 

So what else is new?

Woman Gets First Real News 
From Brother in 35 Years 


NANAIMO — Mrs. Helen 
Clark has recently enjoyed 
her first real contact with her 
brother in Russia in 35 years. 

Her family fled their village 
home in Siberia and crossed 
the Chinese border at the 
lime of the Russian revolu¬ 
tion. 

She later settled in Canada 
but her brother returned to 
Russia under an amnesty de¬ 
clared when tl»e communists 
took control. 

She received letters from 
her home country in the 1960s 
but could not understand 
them, for she was bom at a 
time when it was not consid¬ 


ered necessary to teach girls 
to write. 

The letters went unans¬ 
wered until recently when 
Mrs. Clark's daughter got in 
touch with a languages in- 
sUnictor at Mala spina College. 

Russian instructor Alex 
Tannberg translated and also 
helped- Mrs. Clark — now in 
her 70s — put together a re¬ 
turn letter. 

Some weeks later, the 
brother wrote again. 

■'This time he sent pictures 
of his family and so on.” said 
her daughter, Mrs. H. K. 
Fowler of Nanaima 

“Now, both my husband 
and I are taking the Russian 


course at the college so that 
we. too can correspond. We're 
also hoping to teach our chil¬ 
dren the language so that 
they can talk to their grand¬ 
mother in her n itive tongue,’.’ 
she added. 

In a letter tc the c:;llege, 
Jlrs. Fowler congratulated tlie 
college on its languages pro¬ 
gram and said, "by offering 
courses in foreign languages, 
you are doing a great service 
for the ethnic minorities in 
Canada.” 

Mrs. Clark last saw her 
brother in 1925 when she and 
her husband, an Englishman 
she married in Russia, came 
to Canada to settle in Alberta. 


Through what was de¬ 
scribed as a complicated 
string of friends and relatives, 
Mrs. Clark leami.Ki during the 
1950s that some members of 
her family were .still alive. 
However, she was unable to 
find an address for tlicm and. 
as a result, contact was still 
impossible. 

In 1960. Mrc. Clark’s sister, 
now in Brazil, traced Mr.s. 
Clark to Nanaimo through the 
Red Cjt)ss and the two began 
to coiTes|K)nd re*iularly. 

But it wasn't for another 
year that her lirother. in Rus¬ 
sia. was able to contact the 
Nanaim > woman with the 
help of the sister in Brazil. 


Alberni Coroner 
Sets Probe 
Into Flying Death 


PORT Alberni — Port 
Alberai coroner Dr. N. H. 
the death of Susan Thuillier, 
Jones will hold an inquiry into 
of 790 Ardmore Drive. North 
Saanich, who was killed in¬ 
stantly in a plane crash west 
of Port Alberni Sept. 18, the 
coroner reported Monday.

Thuillier escaped with minor 
bruises in the crash in tower¬ 
ing virgin timber on the shore 
of Nahmint Lake. 

Jones said Monday night 
that he had net received au¬ 
topsy results on the woman 
but Port Alberni RCMP said 
an initial pathologist’s report 
has confirmed that she died 
as a result of ' injuries re¬ 
ceived in the crash. 

Thuillier, after the crash, 
had attempted to carry his 
wife’s body out of the bush 
but exhaustion forced him to 
abandon the effort. He spent 
the next five days in a 
friend's isolated cabin before 
being rescued. 

The body was recovered by 
I'cscuers Saturday about 1,000 
feet from the wreckage and 
was sent to Royal Jubilee 
Hospital in Victoria for an au¬ 
topsy. 

RCMP and Pacillc Rescue 
Centre officials said the cou¬ 
ple took off from Butler 
Brothers dirt strip in Central 
Saanich Sept. 15 in their small 
home-made amphibious plane. 

They were on a flying tour 
of Vancouver Island lakes and 
were due back in Victoria on 
Thursday a week later. When 
they had not returned back 
that day, the Victoria Interna¬ 
tional Airport reiwrted them 
overdue to rescue officials 
Thursday night. 

Wlio knows why it happens 
like it does? Death reaches 
out a hand and misses one 
person and brushes another’ 
There I was — complete, in¬ 
tact, alive -- while the hand 
of death reached out, missed 
me by an inch and brushed 
my wife.” Thuillier said Mon¬ 
day fro.m his home. 

During their lour, Thuillier 
said, he and his wife decided 
to head home Monday morn¬ 
ing because of deteriorating 
w’eather conditions. 

The plane stalled in an at¬ 
tempt to gain altitude after 
take-off and plunged straight 
down into 150-foot-high 
timber. 

After dragging Jiis wife’s 
body from the wreckage, 


Thuillier spent Monday nl|^t 
in the bush at the edge of the 
water under a full moon be> 
cause of steep and rq^y ter¬ 
rain. 

Tuesday, ^ he hiked to a

The Capital Region’s pro¬ 
posed $22 million hospital ref¬ 
erendum will be one of the 
first items reviewed by the' 
provincial government’s new¬ 
ly-appointed health services 
consultant, Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke said Saturday. 

The consultant is Dr. Rich¬ 
ard Foulkes, who relinquished 
his position as executive 
director of Royal Columbia 
Hospital, New Westminster, 
after his appointment was an¬ 
nounced last Thursday. 

The Capital Region’s hospi¬ 
tal board is considering put¬ 
ting a referendum to rate¬ 
payers next March for reno¬ 
vations and new construction 
of acute-care hospitals. Most 
of the money would be spent 
on Victoria General, Royal 
Jubilee and Saanich Peninsu¬ 
la hospitals. 

However. 10 days ago 
Mayor Arthur Young of Es¬ 
quimalt, deputy chairman of 
regional hospital board^said 
he hoped the New DemoStttic 
, Party government would 
■ “push” the region in the di- 
I rection of community health 
I centres. 

I Such centres, advocated 
, strongly for years by such 
I authorities as Foulkcs ami 
lately in a federally-commis- 
! .sioned .study called the Hast¬ 
ings ReiX)rt. would “lump” a 
variety of health professionals 
into single units. 

Exf)crienre elsewhere, par¬ 
ticularly in Saskatchewan and 
Onlario, i.s that persons seen 
by doctors., in such clinics 
have lower rate.s of admission 
to hospitals, which now are 
the most px[)ensive .segment 
of health services. 

Young has suggested such a 
centre in the Langford-(!ol- 
w«x)d-.Metchosin area, which 


likely would l)e developed 
with an expansion of the 
Greater Victoria Board of 
Health’s service In that dis¬ 
trict. 

Others have suggested a 
community health centre 
might also be feasible add 
useful at the site of the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula Hospital in Cen¬ 
tral Saanich. 

Cocke said Foulkes will re¬ 
view the referendum’s propos¬ 
als and present recommen¬ 
dations directly to the min¬ 
ister. 

Cocke also explained that 
the new consultant will be re¬ 
viewing the activities of all 
services of the health depart¬ 
ment as they now exist and 
will study the many report-s 
and recommendations that 
have been made over the 
years. 

The budget ha.s not yet been 
set for the study.

Are Asians 
Reluctant 
To Leave? 

KAMPALA. Uganda (UPI) 
— Airline officials said Mon¬ 
day British Asians ordered 
out of Uganda were reluctant 
to leave, forcing the cancella¬ 
tion of some cliarter flights 
prepared for a massive airlift. 

Flights scheduled for Sun¬ 
day night acKl early Monday 
were cancelled for lack of 
bookings — despite the go.v- 
ernment’s directive that all 
British Aslans nnist leave the 
country within 48 hours of get¬ 
ting exit clearance. 

Officials reported, however, 
that 450 Asians had bookrd 
passage for Monday, the 
highest number yet to leave. 

Observers said the Asia'^s 
may be reluctant to pass the 
10 army roadblocks along the 
22-mile route to Entebbe Air¬ 
port. Reports have circulated 
describing beatings and rob¬ 
beries of Asians making the 
trip. 


Political sources believed 
Norway’s Labor premier 
Trygve Bratteli. would an¬ 
nounce his resignation Tues¬ 
day when final results from 
the balloting were compiled. 
Bratteli, 62, said earlier that 
if the majority of the people 
voted "no" and turned down 
his government's market poli¬ 
cy he would resign.

The result threw Norway 
into a serious political crisis, 
observers said. 

The non-socialist opposition 
is divided on the market 
issue. 

The Consen atives, the larg¬ 
est opposition party with 29 
Storting seats, have gone all 
out for membership, while the*^ 
Centre party, commanding 20 
seats and backed by farmers 
and fishermen, have just as 
staunchly said no. 

The other parties, the Liber¬ 
als with 13 seats and the 
(Kristian IVopks parf>’ 'Niib 
14, are split wide open over 
the issue. 

Political observers expected 
the Centre party's parliament 
leader, former premier Per 
Rorten, vill be askerl to form 
a new government by King 
Olav V. Borten himself sn.d 
he would not discuss the gov¬ 
ernment question. 

According to the Norwegian 
constitution, the Storting can¬ 
not be dissolved for new elec¬ 
tions. The current mandate 
period lasts until ne.xt fall.

A comer of the Inner Har¬ 
bor turned a bright shade of 
green Mondayi causing 
tourists to scurry for their 
cameras and color film. 

And as the tourists snapped 
away at the lime green water 
surface in the area behind the 
service station on the comer 
at Wharf and Government, ex¬ 
perts tried to find out what it 
was. 

Victoria city engineers 
eventually determined it was 
SB aniline dye used to test 
plumbing. 

Ibey said the dye is 
Mrmless, heavier than water 
and should dissipate over- 
atght. 

And the culisft was a local 
pbnnbing firm working in the 
Belmont Building near the 
comer of Humboldt and Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The buildtag is currently 
being renovated for an invest¬ 
ment syndicate — Fort Vic¬ 
toria Properties X;td. — and 
tests are being made on the 
existing drainage and plumb¬ 
ing fixtures.

Saanich Rejects Rezoning Bid 


Residents Keep ‘Unique Natural Setting’ 


About 40 persons turned put 
to a Saanich rezoning hearing 
Monday night to protest a 
proposal that would have 
turned twt) acres off Lochside 
Drive into a general industrial 
area. 

All members of council ex¬ 
cept Aid. Leslie Passmore 
supporied the residents and 
rejected the application from 
Mann Excavating Ltd. The 
area will remain in a rural 
zone. 

Spokesmen fdr the applicant 


stated that the company cur¬ 
rently stores its back-hoes 
and other excavating equip¬ 
ment at a legal, non-conform¬ 
ing site on Garnett. 

They said the company 
would use only a small comer 
of the property off Lochside 
for heavy equipment storage 
and the remainder of the 
^ acreage would be for the 
keeping of horses. 

Company spokesman also 
told the hearing they had no 
desire to irritate neighbors. 


and would do anything council 
deemed nei:essary to protect 
surrounding property. 

However, residents of Cum¬ 
berland Road, for example, 
declared they were In a 
unique natural setting and an 
industrial zone would destroy 
it. lliey also said an industri¬ 
al zone w^xild be otooxious In 
a greenbelt, such as tliat pro¬ 
posed for tlie adjoining Blen- 
kinsop Valley. 

After council rejected the 
rezoning proposals. Aid. Wil¬ 


liam Noel released to the 
press a copy of a memoran¬ 
dum he sent earlier Monday 
to municipal planner Tom 
Loney asking for an investiga¬ 
tion into the possibility of 
Saanich setting aside land for 
industry. 

Noel suggested Saanich buy 
acreages in a five-acre mini¬ 
mum subdivision area, ad¬ 
jacent to an adequate high¬ 
way system, well apart from 
established residents and in 
an area that is still economi¬ 


cally desirable in terms of 
transportation distances. 

"Council could lease por¬ 
tions of this properly to con¬ 
tractors at fair rates for 
periods not to exceed^ five 
years, renewable after com¬ 
pletion of one year's tenancy 
if all municipal qualifications 
arc met." said the alderman. 

"Should councils of Ibc fu¬ 
ture decide on other uses for 
this municipal property, its 
oi>eration could t« phased out 
In five years." 


Council also rejected two 
applications to build second 
dwellings on properties. One 
of the sites was 1.3 acres near 
Mount Douglas Park and the 
other was two acres on the 
east side of tlie Patricia Bay 
Highway overlooking Elk 
Lake. 

Saanich also decided ta 
enter into a land use contract 
with the Sea View Motel. 4550 
Cordova Bay Road, which has 
existed as a legal non-con¬ 
forming use.

Welfare Help Welco med 


Municipal officials are 
happy about a provincial an¬ 
nouncement of a reduction in 
welfare costs.^ 

But they would be much 
happier if there was a change 
In cost-sharing policy. 

Rehabilitation Minister Nor¬ 
man Levi announced Monday 
that the municipaJ billing for 
welfare costs will be reduced 
from $1.U to 96 cents per ca¬ 
pita. 

Oak Bay Mayor Frances El- 
ford and Saanich Mayor Hugh 
-<2urtis welcomed the an¬ 
nouncement, but said what 
they would really like to see 


is a reduction of the piercent- 
age that municipality con¬ 
tribute to welfare costs. * 

'"niat is the announcement 
we are really waiting for, and 
that will benefit property 
owners and renters who are 
paying towards welfare 
through property taxes,” said 
Curtis. 

At present the federal gov¬ 
ernment pays 30 per cent of 
costs, provincial, government 
pays 35 per cent and munici¬ 
palities 15 per cent. 

- Mayor Elford said the an¬ 
nouncement reflects an im¬ 
provement in the economy 


and in the employment pic¬ 
ture .80 that fewer people are 
drawing welfare than pre¬ 
viously. 

Adjustments in the amounts 
paid by municipalities have 
been common in the past as 
welfare costs increase or de¬ 
crease. 

The provincial billing, she 
said, comes monthly and fluc¬ 
tuates quite often and in addi¬ 
tion municipalities have been 
asked for lump sums, or have 
been given rebates in accor¬ 
dance \\ith tlie money actu¬ 
ally paid out in welfare. .

Inquiry Planned

PORT ALBERNI — Port 
Albemi coroner Dr. N. H. 
Jones will hold an inquiry into

Jones said Monday night

‘Doomed’ 


A brief planned by the 
four Greater Victoria 
municipalities opposing a 
proposed increase in Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision Ltd. 
rates appears doomed. 

Mayor Peter Pollen charged 
Monday the brief would not 
be put to a hearing of the Ca¬ 
nadian Radio and Television 
Commission in Edmonton 
because the cablevision com¬ 
pany had denied city council 
financial information about 
the operations of the com¬ 
pany. _ 

The CRTC had also declined 
to give the ci^ the informa¬ 
tion it had on file about Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision and this had 
made it "virtually impossible 
to reply to the idiotic brief" 
forwarded by the company. 

Brief Discussion 

Pollen said council would 
discuss the future of the brief 
at its meeting Thursday to 
see what it could do. 

Council has tabled a motion 
from an earlier meeting this 
month which called for a fea¬ 
sibility study into the possibil¬ 
ity of owning and operating a 
cablevision service in he city. 

Ratepayers were going to 
be asked to say yes or no to 
the proposal in a referendum 
if it was found feasible. 

One thing in the way of 
such a move is a CRTC direc¬ 
tive dated July 17, 1972, which 
says municipalities or public 
bodies cannot be granted a li¬ 
cence for o|>erating a cablevi¬ 
sion service. 

Rate Opposition 

Victoria city council 
planned to oppose a proposal 
to increase cablevision rates 
from $4.50 a month to $5 and 
Saanich, Oak Bay and Esqui¬ 
mau municipalities agreed to 
share the cost of the brief. 

Meanwhile on Monday pro¬ 
vincial Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald asked the CR'TC to 
hold its hearings on B.C. 
broadcasting licence applica¬ 
tions inside the province. 

There are M applications 
from B.C. including the one 
from Victoria Cablevision 
among the 200 scheduled to be 
heard by the commission in 
Edmonton starting Oct. 3. 

Macdonald also said in a 
telegram to the CRTC chair¬ 
man that B.C. wants time to 
make representations at the 
hearing. 

Sordid Scheme 

Pollen said the interven¬ 
tion of the provincial govern¬ 
ment in the battle to have the 
hearings on B.C. items in the 
province was "the most re¬ 
freshing thing that has hap¬ 
pened in this sordid scheme of 
tilings.” 

He said there had been a 
trend among local govern¬ 
ments to concentrate on pro¬ 
tecting themselves from the 
senior government but in this 
case the province was "acting 
for us." 

In another development 
^onday Pollen said he was 
going to write to tlie vice- 
president of Victoria Press 
Ltd., Stuart Underhill asking 
him to resign as a director of 
Premier Cablevision Ltd., the 
parent company of Victoria 
Cablevision. 

Interest Conflict 

Pollen charged Underhill's 
presence on the board of 
directors represented a "con¬ 
flict of interest." 

"It appears to be an untena¬ 
ble position to place oneself in 
when these three companies 
(Victoria Cablevision, B.C. 
Tel and Victoria Press) are so 
intricately woven in regard to 
cablevision interests," Pollen 
said. 

The mayor's reference to 
B.C. Tel hinged on earlier re¬ 
marks that the telephone 
company sub-leased jiower 
poles to Victoria Cablevision. 

He said most poles in 
Greater Victoria were jointly 
owned by B.C. Hydro (60 per 
cent) and B.C. Tel (40 per 
cent) yet the phone company 
copld sub-lease them at a ren¬ 
tal of about $7,000 a month. 

"The Victoria Press, B.C. 
Tel, Victoria Cablevision tie- 
in is close to collusion which 
is demonstrably against the 
public interest." 

He also said the "indict¬ 
ment is there" because of the 
lack of newspaper editorials 
about cablevison and tele¬ 
phone rate hikes.
